After 25 years SVP’s needs 
grow as supplies dwindle

It’s been 25 years since the 
St. Vincent de Paul center 
opened its doors to the needy 
of downtown San Diego. And 
at a time when the needs are 
growing, there is a shortage 
of material help. 


People are making their 
clothes and utensils last 
longer. This brings a notice- 
able drop in donations of 
these items to the SVP 
Center, according to Msgr. 
Joseph Topping, director. 


‘PEOPLE ARE holding on 
to their things much longer,”’ 
he said. ‘‘As a result, we are 
running very short of clothes, 
utensils, furniture and other 
goods we either sell cheaply 
to the poor or give to 
deserving cases.”’ 

In the past 25 years the 
center and chapel has shifted 
from 811 F Street to its 
present site on the corner of 


4th and Market. Msgr. 
Topping is now in his ninth 
year as the tenth director. 

The number of clients has 
grown, as the operation has 
expanded to cope with de- 
mands. What started as a 
chapel is now an enterprise 
incorporating a Thrift Store, 
two warehouses and a repair 
plant. 

NOT ONLY does it provide 
useful clothes and furniture 
for the needy, it also 
provides employment for the 


warehouse staff and repair - 


team. Unfortunately, with 
the cutback in incoming 
supplies, there has been a 
reduction in work force. 
‘‘With the reduced eco- 
nomic circumstances there is 
a greater demand for our 
clothes and equipment,”’ 
said Msgr. Topping. **But at 
the same time, the economic

“SOUR MAIN purpose is to make available 
some of the fine books and publications that 
are available today,’’ said organizer of the 
‘Merchants’ 24-year-old Fred Vrabel, who 
has lived his past 15 years here and is an 
alumnus of University High School. 

“The idea goes along with the name we 
chose when we started a little more than‘a 
year ago,’” he said. ‘‘I came across it in Sir 
Francis Bacon’s story The New Atlantis as 
one of the groups named for the work they 
did.”’ 

Vrabel and his eight associates in the 
venture have put in their time, certainly 
their talent and a noticeable amount of their 
treasure to establish a service to Catholics of 
bringing ‘‘light’’ by means of book fairs and 
displays in parishes. 

_. THEY STARTED in a box-like shed on a 
firewood lot, six feet by 12, and it was their 
home base for seven months until they had 
worked up enough business to move to a 
store in a small shopping center here. 


Now in the 2800 block of Roosevelt street 
there are two persons always looking after 
the store, while others in the group help with 
after hours presentations. These could be at 
a parish on weekends, at a PTG meeting, at 
evening classes~anywhere where people 
gather who are interested in knowing more, 
principally about religion and philosophy. 

Former Carlsbad parish youth director 
Vrabel said that his work -as deanery 
representative with Synod II brought him 
into contact with people from all over the 
diocese, ‘‘and the biggest problem being

“Since then we have had them in 


Fallbrook, Carlsbad, Vista, the San Diego 
area, San Luis Rey and even as far away as 
Needles, where Father William Valverde has 
us go every three months,’’ said Vrabel. 


HE PAYS great tribute to Father Earl 
Uliman, pastor at St. Francis, Vista, where 
they will soon establish a regular ‘‘book- 
shelf’’ display and miniature store. This idea 
is also being developed in other parishes. 

So far the venture has been financed 
entirely ‘by the goodwill of the nine 
‘‘merchants’’ with the motto ‘‘Come, my 
friends, ’tis not too late to seek a newer 
world.”’ They are. just beginning to break 
even financially, if you leave out the many 
hours of donated services. 


In addition they help out Brother Benno at 
St. Charles Benedictine Priory, Benet Hill, 
gathering food, clothes and furniture to 
distribute to the needy. Three nights a week 
they spend with the Benedictine brother 
helping to pick cabbages, peppers, oranges 
or whatever people are.willing to give from 
their fields and trees. 


The ‘‘Merchants of Light’’ have set 
themselves a special apostolate of the word 
in its literal sense. In return they ask only 
interest and prayers, and particularly for one 
of their members now struck down with a 
brain tumor.

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A time to keep

Not exactly Henry Kissinger 


On Easter Sunday | shall be off to New York and 
thence to Cairo on the Monday. From there the 
15-day trip will take us to Syria, Jordan, Lebanon, 
Israel and finally to Rome and an audience with the 
Pope. The party consists of a group of Catholic 
editors and Msgr. John Nolan, director of the 
Catholic Near East Missions, whose appeals you 
see regularly in the Southern Cross. 


Although | was in Israel, as a guest of the Israeli - 


government, only last November, the opportunity 
to visit the mission fields of the Church in the 
Middle East was too good to pass up. And it’s 
something of a compliment to the diocese, to this 
newspaper and to the people of God here that such 
selection has twice in so short a time included the 
Southern Cross, out of about 400 newspapers and 
magazines for Catholics published - in North 
America. 


Henry Kissinger’s untiring efforts to keep the 
peace in the Middle East—even though he came 
back defeated this time—were much appreciated. 
Whatever anyone may think of his methods and his 
capabilities as a Secretary of State, | think he 
certainly deserves a special medal for patience and 
persistence. How many times he must feel like 
simply bursting out with impatience when he 
cannot get the various sides to see eye to eye. 


Priests in convention 


Judging by the reports (SC, Mar. 20) of the 
annual convention of the National Federation of 
Priests’ Councils (NFPC) they have come a long 
way since the convention held in San Diego back in 
1970. 


Some of the rhetoric has been replaced by deep 
concern and workmanlike dedication to viable 
causes and concerns of the Church as a whole. The 
five-point reconciliation theme of their recent 
convention in Florida was forged into serious 
papers by determined delegates, including our own 
‘Father William Mooney and Father Bob Miller. The 
NFPC are not ‘’a bunch of young hotheads’’, 
either. Father Mooney told me the average age of 
priests attending was 45, with about 20 years in the 
priesthood under their belts, or, as you will, behind 
their collars. 

‘‘We know that reconciliation is of the highest 
gospel priority,’’ said the priests at their 
convention, the eighth. ‘‘It is to precede even the 
public worship of God.’’ Perhaps that’s something 
we should all remember. 


Noted for pastoral letters 


The accord which has greeted recent pastoral 
letters of Bishop Leo T. Maher is worth noting. His 
“Women in the New World’’ of last August 
received major treatment and full reporting in 
L’Osservatore Romano, the Vatican official 
newspaper. It was also printed in full in Origins, 
the official documentary service of major 
pronouncements published by the National Catholic 
News Service. It has now been published as a 
booklet by the Daughters of St. Paul, and is locally 
available. 


Then his Lenten pastoral on the theology of 
reconciliation which was published here a few 
weeks ago was selected for reprint in full in 
Origins, alongside the Pope’s Lenten message.

More Catholic reading? 
The heading could also have been ‘‘More 
’ €atholics reading2’’ And it stems from the news 
that for the first time in about three years the total 
circulation of Catholic newspapers and magazines 
has risen and is now at 23,492,737, according to the 
Catholic Press Association. Jim Doyle, executive 
secretary of the CPA said: ‘‘We feel this reflects a 
trend of renewéd interest in religious matters and 
religious publishing which will continue.’’ 
For those who know the paper, it may be of 


interest that the Brooklyn diocesan newspaper The 
Tablet, will switch to tabloid size after Easter—the 


shape of the present SC. The 76-year-old 


newspaper started as a tabloid, but for the past 65 
years has been standard size, now ‘‘ending its 
service at normal retirement age of 65,’’ quipped 
_editor Don Zirkel. 


Diplomatic problem 


There’s a delicate diplomatic problem which 
could develop over the three invited to receive 
honorary degrees at the graduation ceremonies: of 
the University of San Diego. If President Ford 
accepts, he will be seated, presumably, alongside 
the other recipients, entertainer Vikki Carr and 
Prince Sattam Al Saud of Saudi Arabia. And that 
makes an interesting Arab-U.S. relationship at a 
time when things are, as ever, touchy in the Middle 
East. 


He is not Cesar 

There appears to be some confusion over Bishop 
Gilbert Chavez and Cesar Chavez the UFW spokes- 
man. They are two distinct persons, quite 
unrelated, But letters we have received at the SC 
have referred to ‘‘Bishop Cesar Chavez.’ 


There’s no such bishop. 


Black Rhodes’ scholar 


They are naturally proud at Verbum Dei High 
School in Los Angeles that a 1968 alumnus, Emile 
Wilson, has been awarded a Rhodes’ scholarship. 
This brings him into the privileged and honored 


group of scholars who are given two or three years. 


at Oxford University on the strength of funds from 
‘the trust set up by Cecil John Rhodes, founder of 
Rhodesia. 


The interesting part about the latest recipient is 
that he is black, and Rhodes’ scholars have not 
included many blacks among them up till now. It 
was. Cecil Rhodes who rode out with three other 


white men to meet the Matabele warriors in their ° 


fortress hills to make peace with them in 
Rhodesia’s early days (1896). Rhodes is buried in 
those same hills. Perhaps it is a pity his counsel is 
not available today to settle the black-white 
problems there. 


Rhodes always admired Oxford, but it was not 
until he was in his 40s that he managed to take 
courses there himself. He laid down his idea of 
enfranchisement in calling for ‘‘equality of rights 
for every civilized man’’. But his definition of 
‘‘civilized’’ included the capability to write your 
name, and that you-had employment or owned 
property. That would exclude many people in many 
lands today.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (NC) 
—The Securities Exchange 
Commission (SEC) has 
charged La Salette Father 
Rene Sauve with violating 
federal fraud laws in the sale 
of more than $11 million in 
bonds, according to the 
National Catholic Reporter 
here. 


Catholic agencies, includ- 
ing the Reno, Nev. diocese, 
who purchased the bonds 
through the St. Joseph Trust 
Fund, lost millions of dollars 
when the fund collapsed. 


THE TRUST FUND, initi- 
ated by Father Sauve 
through the Chicago-based 
brokerage firm, McMahon 
and Hoban, was reportedly 
worth $25 million at its peak. 


When the fund collapsed, 


‘the La Salette Fathers lost 


nearly $15 million and the 
Reno diocese lost about $3.5 


~ million. 


The SEC, which has been 
investigating the fund since 
1972, declared that Father 
Sauve and brokerage firm 
executives had wilfully mis- 
represented the intended use 
of the proceeds from the 
bonds sold through the trust 
fund. i 


“RESPONDENTS,” the 
SEC said, ‘‘induced investors 
to purchase several debt 
securities with a face value of 
at least $11.25 million. 


‘‘And in doing so made 
material misstatements con- 
cerning the fact that a major 


part of the proceeds from the 
securities would be deposited 
in an insolvent trust.”’ 


According to NCR, the 
SEC has apparently decided 
not to seek a criminal 
indictment against Father 
Sauve. The newspaper re- 
ported, however, that one 
SEC officer had said an 
indictment for fraud would 
have been possible. 


Through the efforts of 
Church agencies, none of the 


buyers of the bonds lost 
money. Other dioceses gave 
or loaned the Reno diocese a 
total of $3.7 million to pay off 
its outstanding bonds, and 
the Conference of Major 
Superiors of Men reportedly 
raised more than $7.5 million 
for the La Salette Fathers. 


The religious order, which 
is based in Attleboro, Mass., 
is attempting to sell most of 
its estimated $12 million 
worth of land holdings to 
meet its debts, NCR said.

At sunset, Jerusalem, like’a woman heavy with child, 
seemed to sigh and tremble with weariness. The religious 
capital of the Israelites was swollen with pilgrims. Her 
children had been pouring into the city for days to celebrate 
the annual feast of the Passover and the Unleavened Bread. 

This important feast had been authored by the Lord God 
Himself to recall the flight from Egypt under the leadership 
of Moses. The historical, written record of the event was 
quite simple: under divine guidance Moses called down nine 
plagues on the Egyptian Pharoah in order to obtain the 
release of the Jews who were held in bondage. But it was no 
use: Pharoah remained adamant. So Moses predicted a tenth 
plague: a terrible exterminating angel would sweep through 
the country and strike dead the firstborn of evéry home. 

That the Jewish homes might be spared this tragedy and 
be passed over by the angel, Moses ordered his people to 
mark their door posts with the blood of sacrificial lambs: 
“And they shall take of the blood thereof, and put it upon 
both the side posts and on the upper door posts of the 
houses wherein they shall eat of it (the lamb). And they 
shall eat the flesh that night roasted at the fire, and 
unleavened bread with wild lettiice. .. .” (Exodus 12:8) 

Then God proclaimed: “And this day shall be for a 
memorial to you: and you shall keep it a feast to the Lord 
in your generations with everlasting observance.” (Exodus 
12:44) : 

This was thé reason for the excited confusion in 
Jerusalem. during these days, building up to ‘‘the first month, 
the fourteenth day of the month, in the evening. .. .”” By 
the count of the Christian. calendar, the fourteenth of Nisan - 

~. would be April 29, A.D. 30. (Due to a-divergence in Jewish’. 
. calendars, however, some Israelites, were ‘preparing to~ 
ee celebrate a friendship-meak or antiGpated Passover dinner on 
* the thirteenth.) : s 
In one home the ritual meal begins, with Christ as the 
host. Pouring the first cup of wine, he pronounces the 
“blessing: “Blessed art Thou, O Lord our God, King of the” 
World, Who produces the fruit of the vine.” In silence the 
cup is consumed. 

A servant brings in the Paschal foods: the Haroseth sauce 
made of nuts, spices, fruits and vinegar; the bitter herbs; the 
unleavened bread and the roasted lamb. Christ pours and

mixes the second cup of wine preliminary to the first 
important part of the meal: the haggadah or recital of the 
symbolism of the event. (In today’s terminology we would 
call this the liturgy of the word.) 

Following this, the guests sing the first part of the 
“Hallel” canticle (Psalms 112-113), a song of thanksgiving 
for the deliverance of God’s people. The second cup of wine 
is drunk. Then, according to the ritual, Christ picks up a loaf 
of unleavened bread, breaks it into pieces, and gives a 
particle to each of His friends. (“Take and eat! this is my 
body.’’) 

The festive dinner is now eaten. According to literal 
observance, the guests are to eat standing up, with their loins 
girded, feet shod and hands holding staffs, symbolic of the ° 
hasty meal of the Jews before their departure from Egypt. 
But now it is customary to eat while reclining. During the 
dinner, Christ and His apostles discuss the happenings of the 
day and recall the history of their people. 

Finally, it is time for the third cup of wine, the most 
important element of the festive meal. All fall silent as 
Christ recites the formal blessings which re-affirm and 
re-commit their loyalty to God: 

“Blessed be thou, our God, King of the Universe, Who 
feeds the world with thy goodness, thy grace and thy 
mercy. ... We thank thee, our God; for a good and ample 
land which thou wast pleased to give us... . Have mercy, 
our God, upon thy people Israel, upon thy city 
Jerusalem. ...”” And then He adds: “This is my blood of the 
covenant, shed for you.” 

' The imperative follows: “Do it in memory of me.” Or 
more precisely: “Do this as my memorial.” 

Memorial. A lifeless word in our language. But its original 
meaning, as Louis Bouyer points out, is dynamic: “It in no 
way means a subjective, human, psychological act of 
returning to the past, but an objective reality destined to 
make some thing or some one perpetually present before 
God and for God himself.” , 

Resuming the Paschal ritual, Christ pours the fourth cup 
of wine and begins to speak with an urgency that the eleven 
do not realize: 

“A new commandment I give you, that you love 

one another. .... 1 go to prepare a place for you. ... 1» 

am coming again, and I will take you to myself... . 

Peace J leave with you. ... These things I have spoken 

to you that you may not be scandalized..... Take 

courage, I have overcome the world. ...” s 

And He prays: “Holy Father, keep in Thy name those 
whom Thou hast-given to me. ... . They aré-not of the 
world, even as I am not of the world: ... Yet not for these 
only do I pray, but for those also who through their word 
are to believe in me... .” 

Together they sing the second part of the “Hallel” and 
drink the fourth cup of wine. 

The meal is over. : 

“Arise, let us go from here.” It is time for him to go to 
Calvary, to the Cross, to the Resurrection.

In each instance, they drove me to 
abdicate more and more of the pride, the 
values and delusions that can isolate us 
from each other and from God. 


THIS KIND OF change is not 
accomplished without anguish and no one 
escapes its necessity. But the deepest pain 
is found, | believe, in the hurt we have 
inflicted upon those who love us. 


It is sad, but true, that resurrection can 
occur only after contemplation of love 
crucified. It is true too, that we are kept 
from bitterness and brought to contrition 
and. atonement, only when we can 
acknowledge with honesty; our own part 
in that crucifixion. 


God does not write the rules for human 


development on tablets of stone—unless - 


the stone be our hearts—but demonstrates 
in our. own lives what it is that keeps us 
from personal fulfillment and what it is 
that frees us for resurrection into full 
humanness.

The Lord is Risen

Inspiringly beautiful though they are, the 
Gospel accounts of the resurrection are 
among the most difficult passages in the 
New Testament. However, we should not 
really be too surprised at this. 


Other events of Jesus’ career were 
historically controllable, like the Passion, of 
which we have a smooth, consecutive 
narrative: from arrest to trial to torture to 


crucifixion, death, and burial. But the 


post-resurrection experiences involved sep- 
arate—and mysterious—encounters with the 
risen Lord, without any clear chronological 
or geographical sequence. 


By the time these encounters were 
recorded by the several Evangelists, 
reminiscences had become in some instances 
a_ bit vague, perhaps even confused, and 
over the intervening years these reminisc- 
ences had been subjected to no _ little 
theological interpretation. 


THERE ARE, however, some clearly 
discernible constants in all of this material. 
One is the discovery of the empty tomb on 
the first day of the week. Even this event is 
variously described from one Gospel to the 
other, but they all do record it, and that is 
very significant. 


Of course, the mere fact of an empty tomb 
could have been explained in any number of 
ways. Mary Magdalene, for instance, 
complained to Jesus, whom she mistook for 
the gardener, that they had taken away the 
Lord’s body and she knew not where to look. 
And the Apostles’ enemies accused them of 
having stolen the corpse. 


The mystery of the empty tomb was 
eventually cleared up for the disciples by the 
appearances of the risen Christ. They now 
understood why the tomb was empty. It was 
because God had given Jesus the victory 


over the forces of evil and had raised Him- 


from the dead. 


THE DISCOVERY of the empty tomb is 
uniformly dated to the first day of the week, 
but the resurrection itself could have 
occurred any time between the burial and 
the historically controllable events of Sunday 
morning. I say ‘‘historically controllable’ 
because the actual resurrection was and is 
not. It was a real event which took place 


‘within the framework of time, but of its 


nature it transcended ordinary history. 


The gospels don’t even attempt to 
describe the resurrection, for the simple 
reason that it was indescribable. It was no 
mere return to life, as in the case of Lazarus, 
who came back to take up where he had left 
off. 


The resurrection of Christ was a unique 
transformation, involving the passage from a 
mortal existence to a realm of being and 
activity transcending all created categories, 
such as time and space. And so perhaps we 


pattern ofa person in this human world suggest both the departure from a 
material body and the assuming of a spiritualized bodyhereafter. 


“The new body will be completely subject to the spirit and expressive of it, 


should speak of it as a transhistorical or 
metahistorical event, something which really 
did occur at a point in time, but something 
unobservable, beyond human witness, 
indescribable in human language, beyond 
history in the accepted sense of that term. 


ACCORDINGLY, there is an element of 
mystery in the appearances of the risen 
Lord. He appears suddenly and just as 
suddenly disappears. Locked doors are no 
obstacle to Him. He is at first not recognized 
even by his most intimate friends. 


Mary Magdalene thought he was the 
gardener; the Apostles in the upper room 
thought they were seeing a ghost; the two 
disciples on the road to Emmaus hadn’t the 
slightest idea who the stranger was who 
walked and talked with them until he broke 
bread at supper in the inn. 


All of this is meant to communicate an 
important truth, the fact that this was indeed 
the Jesus they had known, but that He was 
present to them now in a vastly different 
way—through faith, through sacraments or 
signs, like the breaking of the bread. 


THIS IS expressed quite clearly in His 
words to Thomas: ‘‘Because you have seen 
me, you have believed; more blessed are 
they who have not seen and yet have 
believed.”’ 


The implications of the resurrection for us 
are unfathomably profound and just about 
innumerable. It is, of course, the supreme 
seal on the authenticity of Jesus’ divine 
mission. But it is much more than that. 


As St. Paul tells: ‘“*Christ died for our sins 
and rose for our justification.’’ Jesus’ death 
would have been a meaningless enigma 
without the resurrection. In fact, it was the 
resurrection which enabled the first Chris- 
tians to find meaning in and interpret the 
crucifixion. 3 


IN BAPTISM we were mystically but very 
really incorporated into the risen Christ, the 
Christ of now, whose life we share at this 
very moment. At the end of his beautiful 
explanation of Baptism in Romans 6, Paul 
admonishes us: ‘‘Therefore consider your- 
selves as dead to sin, _but alive to God in 
Christ Jesus’’ 


And in I Corinthians 15 he reminds us 
quite bluntly: ‘‘If Christ has not been raised, 
our preaching is void of content and your 
faith is empty too. If Christ was not raised, 
your faith is worthless. You are still in your 
sins, and those who have died in Christ are 
the deadest of the dead.”’ 


Everything—our present Christian life, 
our hope for eternity—everything hinges on 
this one reality: Christ was victorious over 
sin and the Father raised Him from the 
dead, giving Him the ultimate victory. And 
what the Father did for His Son is a pledge of 
what He will do for us who are one with that 
Son, the firstborn of many brothers and 
sisters. This is the firm basis of our Eastet 
joy, of our unshakable hope. 


Never again will a descending curve of bodily energy hamper the person in his or 
_ her glorified and liberated new life—the flight af the butterfly. 


‘Easter reminds young and old alike that Jesus opened the way to immortal | 


life. As we await liberation from this worldly womb or cocoon, the word of St. Paul 
comes alive:‘though this outer man may be falling into decay, the inner man Is 


renewed daybyday.’

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The Mystery of Redemption

Any consideration of the reconciliation of 
man with the Father through the Redemp- 
tion must recognize the reality of man’s 
inability to bring about this reconciliation 
himself. 


It must also admit to the fact that man, 
through the free act of his will, brought 
about his estrangement from the Father and 
that a similarly free act of his will is essential 
to restore the original relationship. 


THUS. RECONCILIATION begins with 
divine initiative to which there is a human 
reponse that brings about divine forgive- 
ness. St. Paul describes this in his Second 
Letter to the Corinthians (5:18) ‘‘It is all 
God’s work. It was God who reconciled us to 
Himself through Christ.’’ 


The Trinitarian aspect of the Redemption, 
the involvement of the Father, the Son and 
the Holy Spirit, is easily lost sight of if we 
think of Redemption as being brought about 
by the Resurrection or the Crucifixion and 
fail to recognize that the mystery of man’s 
Redemption, his reconciliation with the 
Father, is much more than any single 
event...even the Resurrection. 


Father E. Schillebeeckx, the Dominican 
theologian, .identifies four phases in the 
Redemption in his book, ‘‘Christ the 
Sacrament of the Encounter With God.”’ 


First: ‘‘The initiative of the Father 
through the Son in the Holy Spirit.’’ 


THE FATHER, seeking to reconcile man 
to himself, reaches out through the Son who 
becomes man, as the writer of Hebrews puts 
it, to ‘‘offer himself as the perfect sacrifice to 
God through the Eternal Spirit.’’ (9:14). 


Second: “‘The human tesponse of Christ’s 
life to the Father’s initiative in sending 
him.’ 


Jesus as man, provides the human 


response to the divine initiative of -the 
Father. His response is totally unselfish as 
he seeks only to conform himself to the will 
of the Father “‘even to accepting death, 
death on a cross,’’ (Phillipians 2:8). 


Third: “‘The divine response to Jesus’ 
obedience in the humiliation of his life.”’ 


The Resurrection is the Father’s response 
to the human act of Jesus. It is acceptance of 
man’s perfect response, through Christ, to 
the divine initiative. 


IN THE RESURRECTION, Jesus, -in his 
human nature, breaks free of man’s 
enslavement to sin and death and returns to 
the Father as the ‘‘first-born of many 
brothers,’’ (Romans 8:29). 


Because of Jesus’ “passover’’ from sin 
and death to life with the Father, he 
becomes ‘‘the Way,’’ heals the breech, 
builds the bridge that symbolizes man’s 
reconciliation to the Father but also provides 
a path by which man can return. 


The Father not only raised Christ to life in 
response to his human act of obedience and 
love, he also glorified him making him Lord. 
“But God raised him high and gave him the 
name which is above all other names so that 
all beings in the heavens, on earth and in the 
underworld, should bend the knee at the 
name of Jesus and that every tongue should 
acclaim Jesus Christ as Lord, to the glory of 
God the Father,’’ (Phillipians 2:9-11). 

Fourth: “‘The sending of the Holy Spirit 
upon the world of men by the glorified Lord 
Jesus.”’ 

JESUS PROMISED that ‘‘when I am lifted 
up from the earth I shall draw all men to 
myself,’’ (John 12:32). He accomplishes this 


through the sending of the Holy Spirit to - 


perfect in man that which He achieved for all 
men once and for all. 


The sending of the Holy Spirit upon men 
at Pentacost enables them to claim their

Sounds of Rejoicing 


Music is prayer, praise

There is a certain kind of Easter music 
that seems to reach out and gather up every 


_part of our being and turn it into an Alleluia. 
Whether it be the Hallelujah Chorus, that - 


all-time popular masterpiece, or Paul 
Quinlan’s ‘‘Song of Thanks’’ with its wild, 


dancing 5/4 refrain, there is a spirit in the - 


music of Easter that confirms our faith in the 
resurrection and makes us want to dance in 
the presence of the Lord. 


It’s easy to say ‘‘He is Risen’’; but as we 
sing and proclaim it we begin to 
experience it—and ultimately to live it. 
Praise is indeed the ‘‘gates of righteous- 
ness’’ the psalmist speaks of: 


Open up your gates of glory, let me 
through 

I'll give thanks to God who saved my 
lonely life: 

This day God has made, revel in his 
aid: 

We will prosper, free of all our cares 

‘ and strife. 


Paul Quinlan, ‘‘Song of Thanks’’ 
[based on Psalm 118] 


“THE SAME ancient words recently sound- 
ed out in a large hall,. but sung to music that 
seemed more like a polka than a psalm tone: 
“This is the day that the Lord has made; let 
us rejoice and be glad in it.’’ There was 
dancing, too, in spontaneously formed 
circles all over the floor—young couples, 
kids, middle aged ladies, their coats and 
purses abandoned on the folding chairs; and 
one Sister bent with age joining right in with 
them: ‘‘Let us rejoice, let us rejoice’: Jesus 
is Risen! 


This happened at the East Coast 
Conference on the Charismatic Renewal, 
held in Atlantic City last November, but 
scenes like this are becoming common all 
over the country as the transformation of 
worship in the ‘‘High’’ churches continues. 


Once such spirited praise and exuberant 
music would have been considered a 
violation of decorum or a distraction from 
worship. Yet the liturgy is not a symphony 


tion to the Father by a free act of their will. 


The presence in Jesus of the Spirit is 
amply attested to in the Gospels. He was 
conceived through the Spirit, the Spirit 
descended upon him at Baptism, the Spirit 
drove him into the desert for his struggle 
with Satan. The Spirit is the moving power 
behind every activity of Jesus. 

THE SAME is true in the life of the 
Christian. The Spirit gives life (Romans 
8:10), brings about freedom from sin and 
death (Romans 8:10), brings holiness (2 


concert, nor are the worshippers spectators. 
And music in the liturgy i is no longer a quiet 
background for the priest’s actions. When it 
is time for music, that song or hymn or 
acclamation is the worship at that moment. 


NOTHING COULD be mote in the spirit of 
the liturgy as conceived by the Second 
Vatican Council than a ‘‘Holy Holy’’ that 
helps us lift our hands high and sing from 
the soles of our feet. In so doing we lay down 
our fears, our separateness, and our 
sophistication before the Lord and let Him 
build us into His People. 


That kind of music is the opposite of 
“‘distracting’’: it is participation worthy of a 
risen, living Jesus. And it. is not 
emotionalism, for at the core of the most 
vibrant praise there is a remarkable calm, as 
anyone who has been in the middle of a large 
charismatic meeting can testify. 


Participation means being involved with 
the worship of the Lord with all our heart, 
mind, and body. It is not just knowing what 
the next response is. We have all no doubt 
been frustrated by a limp, mechanical 
recitation of the Gloria. Set that Gloria to 
music filled with Easter joy, put it into the 
mouths of a praise-filled people, and it 
comes alive—the song of angels joining with 
men: ‘‘He is risen, He alone is Lord.” 


JESUS IS beginning to transform our 
confused, half-hostile congregations into His 
own people through the power of the Holy 
Spirit.. Music is an essential part of that 
renewal. The documents of the Church 
constantly speak of the power of the liturgy 
to build community and change lives, but 
there is nothing transforming about just 
going to church and reading some responses 
and detachedly singing some hymns. 


Our lives are changed by going through 
the gates of glory with praise and song into 
the presence of the Lord, there to be fouphed 
by His resurrection power. 


“‘And when they had prayed, the place in 
which they were gathered together was 
shaken: and they were all filled with the 
Holy Spirit and spoke the Word of God with 
boldness.’’ (Acts 4:31, RSV) 


in Faith 


Thessalonians 2:13), helps the Christian in 
his weakness (Romans 8:26), endows the 
Christian with special gifts for building up 
the body of Christ, the Church (I Corinthians 
12:7), and if the Christian is guided by the 
Spirit he is in no danger of yielding to his 
human nature (Galatians 5:16 ff). . 


It is the Spirit then, the same Spirit that 
motivated Christ that motivates the Chris- 
tian and continues to perfect the reconcilia- 
tion and redemption that was initiated by the 
Father and completed in Christ. 
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Resurrection into Life 
Jesus now lives 
a wholly new life

‘The basic Christian proclamation, the 
““good news”’ of salvation, can be expressed 
in three words: ‘‘Jesus is Lord!’’ Or, as St. 
Peter put it in his sermon on the first 
Christian Pentecost: ‘‘Let the whole house of 
Israel know beyond any doubt that God has 
made both Lord and Messiah (Christ) this 
Jesus whom you crucified.’’ (Acts 2:36). The 
point to be emphasized here is that Jesus is 
spoken of as a living person. 


That Jesus really died on the cross is 
explicitly stated in all four Gospel accounts 
of the crucifixion, as well as in numerous 
other places in the New Testament—not to 
speak of the many more numerous places 
where it is at least clearly implied. This is, 
therefore, a fact about which the New 
Testament writers had not the slightest 
doubt. 


AND YET it is probably not too much to 
say that the whole New Testament is based 
on the premise that Jesus rose from the dead 
and is now alive and active in His Church. In 
the space at our disposal here it would not be 
possible to cite even the most striking and 
explicit texts which affirm the belief that 


“Christ is now risen from the dead, the first: 


fruits of those who have fallen asleep” (I 
Corinthians, 15:20). 3 


The Christians of the first century, then, 
whose faith finds expression in the pages of 
the New Testament, had no doubts 
whatsoever concerning the fact of the 
resurrection; but precisely how they 
understood that fact is another matter. 


When I say, in the Apostles’ Creed, ‘‘I 
believe...in the resurrection of the body,’’ or 
that “‘he rose again from the dead,’’ exactly 
what I mean by such statements is going to 
be determined in large measure by what I 
understand to be signified by terms like 
“resurrection,’’ “‘rose again,’’ and even 
““body’’ and ‘‘death.’’ 


A VERY well-known theologian was once 
asked, rather petulently, by a heckler at a 
lecture, ‘“Do you believe in God?’”’ To which 
he replied, very calmly, “I can’t really 
answer that question until I know what you 
mean by ‘believe’ and ‘God.’ ”’ 


At the time the New Testament was 
written the universe was thought of as 
“‘three-storied.’’ Earth, of course, was right 
here where we are now; heaven was ‘‘up 
there’ and hell was ‘‘down below’’—the 
““under’’-world. It was because this basically 


naive notion is by no means dead even now 
that it was possible for Soviet cosmonauts to 
score a point for atheism with their report 
that they found no evidence of any 
“heaven’’ ‘‘up there’’ in outer space. 


For people who took this picture of a 
three-storied world for granted, however, it 
was easy to picture Jesus ‘‘descending”’ 
(going down) into ‘‘hell,’’ and later 
“ascending’’ (going up) into heaven. But it 
was by no means as easy for them to decide 
just what is involved in ‘‘resurrection’’ 
itself. 


FOR ONE thing, it was obvious to them 
that Jesus did not simply resume the sort of 
life He had lived before His crucifixion. They 
were completely convinced that He was 
alive, but they also know that this new life of 
His was just that: It was new, entirely 
unprecedented. 


Beyond the fact, however, that Jesus now 
lives a life that is wholly new they could 
hardly go—nor can we—for the simple 
reason that this new life of Jesus—which He 
has promised will also be that of His. faithful 
followers—is something so completely 
outside the area of our experience that we 
cannot even imagine what it must really be 
like. 


Most of the difficulties which Christians 
now-a-days find with the resurrection arise, I 
am convinced, from the fact that they 
continue to think of it in terms of a 
world-view (or philosophy, if you prefer) that 
has long since been discarded or at least 
drastically altered in consequence of the 


- many discoveries in all fields of knowledge 


that have been made since the New 
Testament was written. 


AS IN St. Paul’s day, there are still those 
who persist in asking, ‘“‘How are the dead to 
be raised up? What kind of body will they 
have?”’ (I Corinthians 15:35), And now, just 
as then the question must be labelled 
“foolish,’’ because there just isn’t any way 
of answering it. : 


All the truly impressive progress that has 
been made in science—all the sciences—is 
of no help here at all, because science is of 
necessity concerned with what comes within 
the scope of human experience. 


When all is said and done, it should be 
evident that what is really important is the 
fact that Jesus is risen from the dead, that 
He ‘“‘was handed over to death for our sins 
and raised up for our justification’? (Romans 
4:25).

Patches of Sun 


Light brings hope to life

Most of us have few brilliant flashes of 
new life rising over our down-times, our 
opaque nights and the gloomy shades of 
gray that shroud our harder days.

spring and flights of insight into them. 
Sometimes nature itself is the sun-healer, 
holding us. still in mellowed-down, time- 
toned moments. 


A KIND OF resurrection happens each 
time we find a “‘patch of sun’’! Some day, 
when all these patches of sun, large and 
small, unite to blaze the whole of our life, we 
will know the joy of the final resurrection. To 
be sure, there are much more erudite and 
theological explanations of the Resurrection. 
Life, and ours in particular, needs our own 
brand of theologizing. 


Everyone of us has asked ourselves just 
what the Resurrection means to us—not 
simply in yesterday’s glorious tribute to the 
Son of God in His Resurrection, and not only 
in tomorrow’s promise of our own grand 
resurrection. Life is happening today. In this 
unique and unrepeatable day we must be 
able to reach into our individual lives and 
find some experience of résurrection—some 
“patch of sun.”’ 


Patches of sun, although little ones, make 
up the life of a charming old lady in a short 
film called The String Bean. We meet her on 
her daily walk through the park. On the way 
home she finds a dead potted plant in the 
trash. The small, hunchbacked woman 
stoops to pick it up, empties the pot of its 
death, saves the dirt in it, and carries it 
home. 


HOMEIJS a tiny, dark apartment, reached 
only after climbing innumerable sets of 
stairs. One window casts its little rectangle 
of light on the floor. The old lady takes a 
bean pod from the pan she has had soaking 
for her lunch, and plants it in her newly 


acquired pot. Tenderly she sets it in the 
window. 


A shower of trash from the apartment 
above makes her move it to the rectangle of 
light on the floor. Then she goes about her 
daily work of sewing small handbags. 
suddenly she notices that the sun has swung 
away from her plant. From then on she 
keeps a careful watch and moves the plant 
about whenever the “‘patch of sun’’ moves. 


When the room no longer holds much sun. , 
she puts the plant out in the hall to catch the 
light from a high window there. The plant 
grows larger every day. 


ONE DAY she decided it needs more sun, 
so she places the plant in her worn sewing 
bag and carries it with her to the park. 
There, both plant and old woman soak in the 
warmth and color of the day. Park-goers 
could see the strange picture of the litle old 
woman sitting on fhe bench with a plant in 
her sewing bag. 


There conies the time when the old lady 
spends just a little longer admiring her plant 
before she leaves for the park. We soon see 
why! When no one is looking, she plants her 
string bean in between two bushes. 


The plant has outgrown her pot. The 
pilgrimage to the park continues. Each day 
the old lady checks on her plant. Its health 
and size give tribute to the care and 
attention it has received. 


ONE DAY as she is arriving at the park, 
she sees two park gardeners trimming the 
bushes right by her plant. They come across 
the string bean and pull it out, laughing at 
the incongruity of it being there. When the 
men have gone to lunch, the old woman 
retrieves her plant from the bags of 
trimmings, looks it over carefully, then picks 
off the string beans and heads for home. 


In her dark apartment she finds the old 
pot, takes one of the bean pods, strips it and 
plants the seeds. The old woman and new 
life begin again their search for the hope of 
their lives—a patch of sun. 


This is.no great resurrection, not even a 
remarkable death-experience. There is only 
a treasure that needs light for its life and 
someone who was sure there would always 
be a patch of sun somewhere for her treasure 
to grow in. 


Even the death experience could not rob 
her of life. From the death of the plant, the 
tree of life, she found new life and nourished 
it with hope and love. 
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Modern meaning of the Resurrection 


‘We need to roll back the stones that separate us from Christ

During the past year, a lady wrote to me to 
ask what the priest meant when, after the 
consecration of the Mass, he asked the 
people to ‘‘proclaim the mystery of faith.”’ 
Her difficulty was with the phrase ‘‘mystery 
of faith.’’ What did it mean? 


I answered by telling her that we believe 
that God, in His infinite love, sent His Son to 
redeem us. This Son, Jesus Christ, became 
man; He lived and died for us; and three 
days after His death, He rose again. 


WE BELIEVE that, through Baptism, we 
are joined to Christ in such a way that we can 
personally die to sin and be reborn again in 
the newness of divine life with our Saviour. 
This is the mystery of faith and we relive this 
mystery every time we celebrate Mass, 
because in the Eucharist the risen Christ is 
present among us under the appearances of 
bread and wine, challenging us to live up to 
our commitments to Him so that we can be 
fully united to Him. 


We proclaim our faith in Christ by always 
living a life that is totally in accord with His 
Gospel. After the consecration of the Mass, 
however, we give verbal expression to that 


faith by singing joyfully, “‘Christ has died; 


Christ is risen; Christ will come again.”’ 


EVERY TIME we celebrate the Eucharis- 
tic Sacrifice, then, we celebrate the 
Christ-event. But on Easter Sunday the 
celebration takes on even greater signifi- 
cance because on this day we relive in a 
special way the miracle of the resurrection 
which is the cornerstone of our Christian 
faith. 


The resurrection guarantees the validity of 
our faith. This is why, just a few years after 
it occurred, St. Paul said to the Corinthians, 
“Sf Christ has not risen, vain then is our 


~ preaching; vain then is your faith.’’ But the 


resurrection is more than a guarantee of our 
faith; it is also the object of our faith, 
because it is in the risen Christ that we 
believe. And it is from Him that we receive 
the new life of grace. 


The marvelous thing about our risen Lord 
is that, no matter how much we may ignore 
or stray from Him, no matter how fickle we 
might be in fulfilling our promise to Him, He 
is always present, ready to take us back. He 
is always ready to dispel the lukewarmness 
which may have enveloped us, ready to help 
us bring our sights into clear focus once 
again. 


EVEN THE SEASON of spring with which 
Easter is connected symbolized the indes- 
tructibility of our life now that it has been 
redeemed and restored by the passion, 
death and resurrection of our Blessed 
Saviour. 


No matter how severe or bleak the winter 


. has been, we know that in the first few 


weeks of spring the grass and all the trees, 
plants and flowers will burst forth again in 
new life. And so it is with us. No matter how 
spiritually barren or even dead we may have 
become, we can always begin again, new 
and fresh; we can always be restored to full 
spiritual vigor if we will but place our 
complete faith and trust in the risen Saviour. 


The celebration of hope 


We know from the Easter Gospel that 
Mary Magdalen and several other women 
came to the tomb early.on Sunday morning 
with spices and perfumed oils in order to 
anoint the body of Jesus since they were not 
permitted to do so the day before as it was 
the Sabbath. 


In one of the Gospel versions of this 
incident, we are told that the women were 
concerned about who would roll back the 
stone from the entrance of the tomb so they 
could have access to Jesus’ body.. When they 
arrived, of. course, the stone had already 
been rolled back. 

We, too, as the Christians of 1975, are 
bringing our gifts today like the holy women 
of the Gospel: our prayers, our good wishes, 
a kind word, a generous gesture. But too 
often, in our case, there is a stone between 
ourselves and the body of the Lord. The 
stone is our tendency to give up, to grow 


cold, to forget and to put off. We get busy . 


with the things of the world and the things of 
God become unappealing. 

We talk today a great deal about Christian 
renewal and reconciliation; we talk a lot 
about the need of relating the values of the 


_ Gospel to the human situation in which we 


find ourselves at any given moment. But we 
will not really get very-far until the stone of 
apathy and indifference, the stone of false 
values and inverted priorities, is rolled back 
for us. 


WHAT WE NEED today is to make our 
faith come alive again. We need the same 
sense of urgency that pervaded the minds 
and hearts of Christ’s followers on the day of 
His resurrection. The Gospels tell us of the 
great anxiety of the women who wanted to 
make sure that the body_of Jesus was 
properly anointed and of their great 
excitement when they found the empty 
tomb. We are told that when Peter and John 


heard about this they ran to the tomb as fast 


as they could to see for themselves. 


After the terrible, disquieting shock of 
Good Friday, the first members of the 
Christian community were coming to the 
glorious realization, on that first Easter 
Sunday, that their beloved Jesus had kept 
His word; their faith in Him had not been 
misplaced. So, immediately they had to 
share the good news. There were people to 
wake up, people to stir up, people to help in 
one way or another. It was urgent and 
exciting then to be a Christian. It was a day 
of hope. 

It is this virtue, the Easter virtue of hope, 
that needs rekindling in our times. For it is 
this hope alone, firmly rooted in our faith in 
the risen Saviour, that can dispel the fear, 
the confusion and the hate that surrounds 
too much of our world, too many of our 
communities. It is this hope that will bring 
out the best in us, that will encourage us to 
rise above our weaknesses and shortcomings 
so that we can realize our full potential. 


MAY THIS essential virtue of Christian 
hope permeate our lives and give us a sense 
of urgency and a sense of direction during 
the months ahead. And it will, if we let the 
stone of apathy and indifference, the stone 
of pride and self-centeredness, be rolled 
away so that, like the first Christians on the 
first Easter, we can see Jesus and believe.

Rising triumphantly from the tomb 


Easter is a liberation from the bondage of despair

When Christ our life appears, then you 
shall appear with him in glory.’’ (Col. 3:4) 


Easter is the celebration of hope—hope 


_ that we shall live forever, hope that we shall 


live always with God, hope that “‘every tear 
will be wiped away’* and that every pain and 
sorrow will cease when ‘‘we see Him as He 
is;”’ 


THUS, FOR the Christian in particular 


“ and for humanity in general, Easter is the 


antidote to despair. 


It is a tragic fact that the most enervating 
disease of the age is not a malady of the 
body but a sickness of the soul—the spiritual 
void experienced by those who see no 
purpose in life. 


Some-throw themselves into a frenzy of 
random activity, not to be devoted to the 
good but to be distracted from the 
inescapable; the nagging question, ‘*Why 
am I here?”’ 


OTHERS SURROUND themselves with 
constant noise, ever-present companions 


‘and never-ending entertainment not so 


much to enrich their present as to escape 
their past and the gnawing question: 
“‘Where do I come from? To whom do I owe 
my existence?”’ 


Still others console themselves with every 
possible possession, every possible comfort, 
every possible novelty—not because merely 
material things are ultimately fulfilling, but 
because they provide deceptive insulation 
against the reality that life is short and that 
possession is short-lived and because they 
provide fatal distraction from the question: 
‘‘Where am I going? To whom must I render 
an account of my stewardship?”’ 


Thus, drug addiction, chronic drunken- 
ness and a widening preoccupation with 
sexual aberrations are not the manifesta- 
tions of a new freedom but the symptoms of 
an old slavery—the slavery of sin and the 
bondage of despair. 


IT IS TO THIS despair that Easter is 
antidote; it is from this slavery that Easter is 
a liberation. 


Easter is the day—above: all other 
days—when the Christian recalls that Christ 
has indeed conquered sin and death; that He 
has risen from the grave; that He has given 


us a share in His own inner life—a gift we 
call grace—and that He has promised us a 
share in His eternal triumph—a gift we call 
glory. 

Because it is a celebration of hope, Easter 
is truly the springtime of the soul. 


THE NEW CLOTHES which so many wear 
on Easter Sunday are meant to be symbolic 
of Christ’s gift of grace and of Christ’s 
pledge of glory. 


The flowers which decorate the Easter 
altars recall the glory of Christ’s resurrec- 
tion, the new life to which He has called His 
followers and the everlasting glory which He 
has promised ‘them. 


The Easter eggs recall not only the teu 
from which Christ broke forth as a young 
chicken breaks forth from its shell, but also 
the beginning of life, the dawn of promise, 
the assertion of hope. 


Thus, the very symbols of Easter are signs 
of hope; and the reality of Easter is the 
foundation of hope. 


IF JESUS CHRIST was not true God and 


true man and if He did not rise from the 


dead, then our faith is in vain and our hopes 
are empty. i 

But Jesus did rise as He promised: He 
who died for our sins rose for our salvation, 
giving us reason for our faith, foundation for 
our hope and motivation for our love. 


What does the Resurrection mean to the 
modern Christian? 


IT SHOULD mean everything—for it is 
both the undeniable evidence that Christ is 
truly divine and the inescapable reminder 
that our destiny is not here but hereafter. 

Thus, for the Christian, there is truly no 
room for despair. The Christian should be 
the sign of hope in a world distracted from 
its purpose; the Christian should be a model 


of true joy in a world which~has heard too™ 


much sardonic laughter but has known, too 
little quiet-peace. 

While others pursue the empty goals of 
possession, power and pleasure, and find 
the pursuit frustrating and the attainment 
unfulfilling, the Christian—whose treasures 
are faith and charity—will truly find the 
fulfillment of hope noted by Sf. Paul- who 
said: ‘‘When Christ our life appears, then 
you shall appear with Him in glory.”’ 
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Breaking, sharing bread enables us to recognize the risen Lord

My favorite Easter story is about the two 
disciples on the road to Emmaus. I can easily 
identify with their weary, confused and 
frightened feelings on that Sunday afternoon 
as they move away from Jerusalem after the 
terrible events of the previous days. They 
had: hoped for so much and now everything 
seemed futile, wasted. The one they 
believed to be the Messiah was dead. Would 
they ever be able to recognize the true 
Messiah if he came along? 


Then a ‘‘stranger’’ joins them and 
engages them in conversation. He listens to 
their tale of woe. But He goes further. He 
challenges them to reflect on the meaining of 
what the scriptures, Moses and the 
prophets, had told them. He invites them to 
try to understand what has just taken place 
in the light of these scriptures. And He stops 
to join in the hospitality that they offer Him. 
Then He breaks and shares bread with them. 
And they recognize Him! The risen, living 
Messiah. 


THIS STORY tells me a lot about my life 
and the life of my Church today. We live in 
times of uncertainty, of wavering faith, of 
confusion. Much that we hoped for has not 


come about. And we may wonder sometimes - 


whether we can really recognize Jesus if He 
ever comes along. Can others in our world 
recognize Him? I think that if we take 
seriously the lessons of the Emmaus story 
we can gain considerable light and strength. 


First, we need to study the scriptures and 
try to understand the contemporary world in 
the light of what our God has revealed to us. 
No, we aren’t going to find any easy 
formulas for meeting all the world’s 
problems. : 

I can’t simply open up the pages of the 
New Testament, for example, and find some 
solution to the economic woes that are 
plaguing our country and our world 
today—unemployment, inflation, recession, 
scarcities. But I can find a lot of guidelines 
for the kind of response that I, as a 
Christian, should be making and the policies 


I should be supporting. Warnings against” 


too much acquisitiveness, encouragements 


to cooperate and share, emphases on. true ~ 
justice, parti ality. toward the POE and the - 
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powerless, and so forth. 

BUT, LIKE the disciples on the road. to 
Emmaus, I need to do this searching of the 
scriptures with others in community. For 


me, that is the powerful meaning of this story | 


in relationship to the liturgy we join in 
together. We Christians have a chance to 
celebrate this liturgy on Easter Sunday—and 
on every day of the year. We come as a 
community to probe together the Word of 
God in scripture, to try to understand its 
contemporary meaning for us, to be 
challenged by its message. 


It always has struck me that the dialogue 
which Jesus had with these two disciples—a 
conversation that made their hearts burn 
within them—is something which goes on in 
community. 


The second lesson of Emmaus is that the 
true recognition of Jesus came in the 
‘breaking of bread.’’ That gesture of 
breaking and sharing bread, the basic 
eucharistic gesture, is what’ makes it 
possible finally for the disciples to recognize 
the Lord as one who is risen and alive in their 
midst. 


THE REAL challelige to us Christians 
today, then, is whether or not we will be 
people who break and share bread—and 
hence enable ourselves and others by this 
gesture to recognize the Lord. That’s why 
the kind of response which we- Christians 
give to the current global food crisis is so 
important. 2 


It is crucial not only for others who might 
be hungry but also for those of us who have 
something to share with them. The 
challenge is whether we Americans will be 
able authentically to celebrate the Eucharist, 
breaking and sharing bread during the 
Mass, if we do not in our daily life as citizens 


- break and share bread with our brothers and 


sisters who are hungry in this country and in 
other parts of the world. 


Easter is a time of hope. It is a time of new 
life coming form death. For us Christians 
today, probing i in community the meaning of 
the scriptures for our contemporary world 
and breaking and sharing our daily bread 
will be great sources of that life and hope.

MIAMI—The National 
Board of the 182,000 member 
Catholic Daughters of Amer- 
ica (CDA) has taken an 
official stand against the pro- 
posed Equal Rights Amend- 
ment. 


National Regent Winifred 
L. Trabeaux of Plaquemine, 
La., said that ‘‘the vague 
language of the ERA poses a 
threat, not a support of 
women’s rights. Specific 
problems in women’s rights 
should be dealt with by 
specific laws to meet those 
problems.”’ 


The board reaffirmed its 
belief ‘‘in the effective and 
continual enforcement of all 
laws protecting women’s 
rights, such as the Equal 
Employment Opportunities 
Act of 1972 and the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964.” 


The statement pointed out 
various legal safeguards of 
women’s rights which would 
be abolished by the ERA. 
These included the threat to 
the ‘‘stability of the family, 
the basic unit of society.”’ 


“Likewise, the ERA would 
harm the individual woman. 
It would remove her right to 
preferential Social Security 
benefits. It would wipe out 
state labor laws and guide- 
lines which benefit women in 


industry who do heavy, 


manual work.”’ 


In concluding its  state- 
ment, the National Board 
expressed its ““hope that our 
Bicentennial will see a re- 
newed honoring of the recog- 
nition expressed in our 
Declaration of Independence 


of God as the source of the . 


rights of all women and men, 


“That recognition upholds 
the dignity of women and 
men, not the denial of the 
distinctive endowments con- 
ferred by our Creator on 
women and men.”’

Jesus conquered everything 


that kills the human spirit 


By Virginia Sloyan 


The word ‘‘resurrection’’ does not come 
easily to the lips of Christians. It is uttered 
naturally, casually, only on rare occasion. It 
is a church word. It goes with a particular 

building, a congregation, Sunday, and 
serious family decisions like ‘‘What do we 
Se tell the children?’’ 


Do Christians really believe that Jesus 
“died and...rose again in fulfillment of the 
; scriptures’? I think they do, and would goa 
q step further. The majority also believe that 
in Christ’s risen life those who persevere in 
believing in Him will also have life, although 
they might not articulate it precisely this 
way; some might not articulate it at all. 


FOR SUCH a long time we have been 
exposed to only part of the message of Jesus 
Christ. This could partially explain our 
difficulty in speaking with ease of the very 
realities that give direction and focus to our 
lives. The message has always been one of 
love, and so it survived. But it was a hard 
message, in ways it was never meant to be 
hard. 


The ideal held before us was to be a good 
’ Christian, a good Catholic; we were free to 
accept or reject it (or did we feel that 
freedom, that point of decision?). Accep- 
tance was a lonely road, for it meant—so we 
were told— doing the right thing, even if 
friends and family chose another path. Our 
support, the only one we needed, was 
Christ—Savior, Lord, Friend.

A “‘sacramental’’ life ensured an intimacy 
with him, and was pledge of a never-ending 
presence in his company. There were other 
aspects of the message: We were parts of a 
whole, members of a body of which Christ 
was the head...we were church. 


_ WE ARE beginning to perceive, slowly, 
that the gospel is not a way of life that one 
learns. and then lives...carefully, skillfully, 
with the kind of determination and isolation 
one associates with the art of tightrope 
‘walking. We are beginning to sense and 
‘know that we are a holy people, watched 
over, embraced, forgiven by a loving God—a 
-God revealed to us in the pages of the Old 


person of his Son, Jesus Christ. 


There are other knowings. Our Christian 
‘faith does not focus on death’ now. For 
‘centuries, it was another way. Death was the 
beginning of all that possessed genuine 
meaning, value.

What went before it was only a prelude, 
and so to be taken less seriously. Christians 
never lost sight of the truth that Jesus 
conquered death—that victory over death 
was the meaning of the Resurrection. What 
we did lose, and are only now beginning to 
recapture, is a sense of how comprehensive 
is Jesus’ meaning of the word ‘‘death.’’ 


IT IS MENTAL illness, and fear of a future 
without love, and feelings of powerlessness, 
and the loss of human dignity. It is. betrayal 
by a friend and famine and everything that 
kills the human spirit. These are the deaths 
that Jesus came to destroy. Discipleship is 
identification with his mission. 


Yet even a message as powerful as this 
cannot transform individuals in an enduring 
way unless the persons so transformed are 


' able to find a context, a place—more 


concretely, a circle of friends (parish)— 
wherein they can act out their baptismal 
commitment; wherein they can be the new 
persons they have become. 


But only a profound naivete allows us to 
live with the dream that learning is the key 
to a life of faith. We are not endowed only 
with intellect. We are not mind-creatures. 
We operate on the level of thought, 
yes—those of us so blessed—and on other 
levels just as sure and firm and real. 


AN EASTER faith demands expression in 
things we can see and touch and feel and do. 
“‘There’s no love so pure,’’ says the late poet 
Michele Murray, ‘‘it can thrive without its 
incarnations.’’ Now we are in the realm of 
common prayer, of ritual, liturgy, which is 
summoning the Lord to our company: 
experiencing ourselves in the light and 
warmth of Christ, letting symbols speak the 
unity, the healing that is now, and letting 
them point to the vision of perfect peace and 
oneness—the kingdom-vision. 


An experience of this depth cannot contain 
itself in words, even words of the sublimest 
beauty. It cries out for song and gesture and 
every other way of sharing we can conceive. 
Truth needs beauty to survive. And 


Christian hope depends for its survival on ‘ 


the assurances we give to one another when 
we meet at the weekly meal... _ 


Good liturgical celebration has the power 
to make the risen Christ so real in the lives of 
modern Christians that every attitude and 
action we call our own is colored by the 
reality. Liturgy that is not the culmination of 
a day or a week lived for the sisters and the 
brothers a caricature. ,
